NORTHWEST GAIN FOR 1o10 


“Crop conditions have not been 
ideal in Western Canada this year,” 
says the Winnipeg Telegram, “but the 
prairie provinces have come through 

with 231,000,000 bushels of grain, 
which at present market prices would 
produce $166,000,000.” Commenting 
on this the Ottawa Journal says: In 
view of the pessimistic reports that 
have been circulated the figures seem 
large, but the Telegram states posi- 
tively that they are accurate. West- 
ern Canada has demonstrated this 
year its marvellous recuperative pow- 
er, The drought of June and. the 
early part of July caused so :nuch 
damage that a half crop was despair- 
ed of, but. the month of August, with 


change in the crop situation, so that 
the wheat yield will fall only a few 
million bushels below the yield of 
last year. Reliable estimates of this 
year’s crop with the corresponding 
cash values ar as follows: 


Such is the value--in field cropis— 
which the three prairie provinces have 
taken out of the ground this year. 
Besides field crops, there has been 
considerable agricultural, dairying 

sand ranching product. 

But there has been another sort of 
increment of probably even greater 
value than the total agricultura figure, 

}namely, the money brought into the 
‘country by new, settlers. During the 
“months of April, May, June and July, 
{200,000 immigrants arrived. The es- 
\ timated number. of immigrants who 
iwill settle in the prairie provinces 
during the year is 300,000. The esti- 
mated amount of actual money 
brought into the country by these 
300,000 immigrants is $200,000,000. 

In short, the total addition this year 
provinces - of 
Manitoba, Alberta and. Saskatchewan 
—can be little short of $400,000,000, 
“barring what value may have been 
consumed by the people for susten-

I: was a war whch, in its origin 
and ending, and in ¢he miseries it in- 
flictetd (on an innocent people, ilus- 
trated to the avorld the futility of

signing on Christmas Eve, 1814, of the 
peace that has been kept for a hun- 


dred years between the United States }Of 


and Great Britain by such memorials 
as will help to prolong this peace 
through the ages and become a sign 
and example to all nations, Canadians 
are responding warmly to the advances 
made’ across the border, and ‘the 
brightest minds of both countries rea- 
lize that, taking this supreme occasion 
by the hand, it is possible to start the 
world on a new path whereby good- 
will and reason may be enthroned in 
tthe place of force as ‘the arbiter of 
national’ disputes, 

(Cessation from war among the great 
nations does not mean that the world 
shall relapse into idle luxury or -polit- 
ical or social ‘stagnation, ‘but that na- 
tional energies shali ibe directed to 
turning the material resources of the 
earth into the service of all, and. es- 
pecially of the millions to whom life 
now ‘brings little but misery, and ¢that 
the thoughts of men shall be devoted 
to the reconstruction and not the de- 
struction of national life. 

The influences that are tending to 
this reconstruction of society are rap- 
idly accumulating. The staggering 
burden of the armaments mow main- 
tained by 4he leading nations; the in- 
evitable increase of this load by new 
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in conventions and assemblies ¢o ¢x- 
pand these meetings from local or na- 
tional ones into international ones, and 
to deal with subjects from the stand- 
point oftheir effect on the world and 
not merely upon ‘the nation—these are 
among the influences that are leading 
all races to understand that they have 
more ‘o.gain by co-operation than by 
antagonism, 

Within whe Jast five years these va- 
riots influences have led to the for- 
mation of peace socicties, arbitration 
leagues, international clubs, interna- 
tional scientific and- other organiza- 
tions, more or less world-embracing in 
their aims. (As nations derive most 
of their antipathies from the ignorance 
due to separation, such movements 
as these will disarm suspicion and let 
in wholesome light. 

The interest ‘taken throughout the 
United States in the question of the 
world’s peace, and especially the ques. 
tion of peaceful relations with the An- 
glo-Saxon peoples, is remakable. Dur- 
ing the last few years peace societies 
and arbitration leagues have been 
formed in warious ‘States, and much 
literature has been circulated and. edu- 
cational addresses given on the sub- 
ject. In June fast a resolution was 
adopted by Congress creating a com- 
mission of five to advise upon the lim- 
itation of armaments and the turning 
of the navies of the world into an in- 
ternational force for the preservation 
of the world’s peace. Other organiza- 
tions have been formed for the specific 
purpose of celebrating the centenary 
of Anglo-Saxon-American peace, 

This happy result is in part a natural 
response to the friendship for ihe Am- 
ericam people constantly shown by 
Queen Victoria and King Edward—a 
friendship which may well be said to 
be the keynote of the foreign policy 
of those izgreat monarchs, and which 
we may ibe sure will consistently be 
maintained by King George. Canada, 
above all pants of the ‘Empire, must 
now appreciate the immense service 
rendered to our race by these far- 
seeing rulers, whose regard for the 
‘American nation has been rewarded 
with such reciprocity of good-will and 
esteem. “Nhe true Imperialism of our 
Empire, which places its power at ihe 
service of the whole world, must have 
the active sympathy and participation 
the United States. ‘Hence, Canada’s 
high mission is to promote this “fed- 
eration of the world” by extending the 
hand of welcome to both the mother 
and daughter. nations to hastew their

The minuteness and perfect state of 
preservation of some of the remains

NO CROPS DAMAGED 
BY FROST OR RAIN 


At Least Not West of Edmonton 
—Two Thousand Five Hun- 
dred Sheaves for Public- 
ity Purposes 


Mr. J. J. Moore, of the immigration 
Department, states emphatically that 
so far as he was able to find out en 
a trip through the country west of 
here, there has been no damage by 
frost or rain to the crops. Mr. Moore 
was gathering sheaves of grain for the 
Department and had an unequalled 
oportunity to inapeci the grain. He 
took particrzar pains to yet samples 
of grain cut after the frosts and could 
find no traces of damage; the oats, 
prhaps, may be unfit for seed, The 
rain has had some effect on the straw, 
turning it black wherever unduly ex- 
posed, 

Mr. Moore shipped 1500 sheaves of 
oats, 500 sheaves of Red Fife wheat 
and soo of Lagoda. ‘The field of oats, 
if threshed would yield 80 bushels to 
the acre and the wheat go. The straw 
of the wheat as shown in the sheayes 
displayed at the immigration — hall, 
measure about 4 feet, though both 
could have been cut ten to fourteen 
inches longer if required. Although 
the samples shown were well nigh 
perfect Mr. Moore was careful to se- 
lect only. the average as specimens, 
thinking that the normal would tell a 
more convincing story than the ab- 
normal. The grain was shipped to 
the Immigration Commissioners at 
Winnipeg, to be by them distributed 
to points throughout the states for 
publicity, purposes.

A Movement Is On Foot to Fash- 
ion Them After Eastern 
Baseball League 


Montreal, Que, Sept. 21.—The 
Montreal Star today acclaims Pat
